To squil^ec prints to n ferrotype ploto 


In order to make n gloss flnish havo tho 
pinto perfectly clean and froo from grease. 
It is bettor to wash It with soap and warm 
water ench timo it Is utod. 
Turn a littlo 


benzine on tho surface of tho platoand rub 
it thoroughly with a soft cloth, repeating 
the operation if the plate looks streaked. 
Let cold wntcr run over the surface of tho 
phito, and then lay the wot prints face 
down upon It and roll them down with a 
rubber rollor until all moisture has been 
forced out. 
A piooo of blotter should bo 


placed over tho picture to absorb the wa- 
ter. Before tho prints nro toned they cnn 
be trimmed, and before they are removed 
from tbe plate n oout of thin paste can bo 
applied to tho back, nnd thoy can be taken 
from tho plate and mounted at onoe. If 
thoy nro mounted dry, a thin ooat of paste 
should be applied to the back o( the pic- 
ture, but if they are to bo burnished after 
mounting they muy 
be damp when
